Oear Cang: 

Do you want to do more to help end this war by sweating for your Uncle Sam? We think 
you do! Here is your chance. and we mean your big chance, to really "sweat it out." Your 
Uncle Sam has to have BOMB BANDS. PRACTICE BOMBS, AIRPLANE WINCTIPS, AIRPLANE 
SICNALS, PARACHUTE FLARES, AMMUNITION CHESTS. MEDICINE CHESTS. SHELL PRO- 
TECTORS. SHELL CONTAINERS, and other WAR WEAPONS that are made from waste paper. 
That serap paper must be collected before it can become a war weapon. 

The boys and giris of America are the ones who can do this job best and your Uncle is 
counting on you to be an American and see that this big job is not mutfed. 

There is a very severe shortage of paper. Men who used to cut it in our forests are in the 
Army. Countries from which we used to obtain a large part of our pulp wood to make paper, 
such as Norway, are now under Axis rule. We've got to salvage our waste paper to make up 
for the lost sources of supply or we won't have enough for our war efforts. 

Secondary to the war effort but nevertheless important is the fact that there is not 
enough paper for magazines and newspapers. Ali magaiine publishers are now reduced to only 
three-quarters of the paper that they used in 1942. That's why many of you can't find your 
TARCETS on the newsstands if you get there a day or two late. There's not enough to go 
around because there's not enough paper. 

The boys and girIs of America can now prove to Uncle Sam's War Production Board how 
important a help they are in helping to win the war. You can prove it by collecting every bit 
of serap paper from old newspapers and magazines, used cartons and grocery bags to gum 
wrappers in your neighborhood. Turn this in to your waste paper collection headcjuarters 
whetber it be a junk man, your school. or Civtlian Defense Headquarters. Scour your house 
from celfar to attic and get your neighbors to scour theirs. Don't wait! Start now! Flatten your 
cardboard cartons, empty your wastepaper basket serap into burlap bags and bundie your maga- 
lines and newspapers. 

Serap paper is worth money. You can thus sell what you have collected. So after the 
physicai work is done and you have your money. foliow this blow to the Axis jaw by one to the 
•olar plexus. Use the money to buy War Stamps and Bonds!

Kel Richards sat at his desk with a blaidt loolt 
on his face. Kel's marks wcre high— he was a good 
siudent — but rigKt oow he had a lot more on his 
mind than lessons. Besidcs, thc history tcacher 
wasn't cven discussing thc lesson for the day. Shc 
w«i explaining that there was a greaf shortage of 
paper and that from now on in order to save paper 
the ciass would write on both sides of cach shcet 
instead of on only one side as in the past, She 
had then gone on to say tiow important it was for 
evcry studeni to collect serap paper, old newspapers, 
magazines, boses, wrapping paper, etc, but long 
before she had finished Kel's thoughts had wandercd 
off to the Pacific war zone where his brother was, 
It didn't make any difference to him whcther he 
wrote on both sides of the paper instead of one, and 
as for coUccting old newspapers around the house, 
•ure, hc'd be glad to do it — he tnight even seit them 
to the waste paper dealer and make a few cents. 
His thoughts, howcver, were on his big brother, 
Al, who was out there somewherc probably mixing 
it with the Japs agatn. 

Al was twenty.four, nine years older than Kel, 
but in spite of thc difference in their ages he was 
more of a pai than just an older brother. ll had 
been lough for Kel when Al joined the Marincf, 
but the really hard part had been when Al sailed 
for overseas duty. How Kel wished then that he 
could have been etgbteen so he could join up with 
his brother. 

No word had been received from Al for threc 
months after his sailing, and before thc end of that 
time the papers had been full of ihc serap at Guadal- 
canal. Then a letter had come jusi in time to keep 
Kel from running off and trying lo join the Ma- 
rines. Al's letter mentioned that he had writtcn 
before, so his other letters had been lost. He had 
been in the ihick of it at Guadalcanal and came out 
of it with a wound stripe for a wound that was only 
temporarily disabling, a citation from the General, 
a raise in rank from Second to First Lieuienant, and 
an assignment to a rest base in thc Fiji Islands. 

Al's letters had been coming regularly from the 
Fijis, often being rccefved within six days after he 
mailed them, 9,000 miles away. 



Three wceka ago thcy had stopped. The attack 
by the Marines on the Gilbert Islands and then at 
Rabaul had been the big news from ihe Pacific area. 
Al might be at cither one of thosc places. Kel didn't 
know and cpuldn't even guess which. AU he did 
know was that hc, himself, was big enough to be a 
Mari n e even if he wasn't old enough, and h e wanted 
to get into the fight. He wanted to feel he wa« 
really doing something tangible about this war. 
Buying bonds was sweli and he put evcry cent that 
h e could spa re from his allowance into them, but 
i t still wasn't enough. 

"Well, Kelvin," (it was the teacher spcaking), 
"You haven't entered this discussion, but can we 
count upon you to do your part?" 

Kel nodded his head, and jerked his thoughts 
back to thc history lesson. 

As Kel wa» walking home after school he saw hi» 
mother three blocks from the house. She wa» wav. 
ing an envelope in her hand as she came to ineet 
him. 

"Kel, Kel, I couldn't wait until you got home to 
give it to you. It's a letter from Al to you! He 
wrote to Dad and me too, He's safe and.he's been 
ihrough Rabaul! Here, open it!" 

Kel's fingers became thumbs through sheer re- 
lief as hc fumbled with the letter. Finally he got it 
opened and read: 

H iya. Pardner, 

WcIl. we did it again. and I'm one of the lucky 
ones now. I'm coming home. It won't be imedjate, 
because for a few weeks it seems I've sort of got 
to lie around here in a nice clean bed with sheels, 
no leas, and let a couple o£ Uncle Sammy's A No. I 
First Class Second Looie nurses serve me my tca 
and toast and chiclcen a !a king in bed. .Yeah, I'm 
temporarily in the hospifal, but it won't be too long 
before the sawbones around these diggings will be 
telling me I'm fitter'n a fiddle — and then back lo 
tHe good old U. S. A. 

I wrote Mother and Dad and didn't tay anything 
about the reasona for 'the other wound stripe. You 
can sort ot break it gently. You've probably read 
in the newtpaper what your Uncle Sammy's Leather- 
necks did to the little yellow boys on Rabaul. I 
can't go into the whole battle much because of the 
censor, but I can tell you about one of the little si d e 
fracaset i n which brother'i platoon tooh part. 

My platoon got ashore without too heavy casual- 
tiei and we headed for the httle yellow-belhes in 
the woodi. Well, theie lads of mine know how to 



^JIwnTthey know how to run, bm they only hnow 
how to run forward. Since I was the only guy with 
■ compasi, I 3ort ot had to (tay up in front and at 
least Ict them know in what direction they were go- 
ing. because they would have gotten awfuUy mad at 
me if I let them get twisted and headed back for 
the beach. These boys 1 was with were about the 
best blankety blank runners and scrappers in the 
whole bloomin' outfit and at the end of the first day's 
fighting they'd gotten so far ahead of the other out- 
fits that the Nips had been able to get behind us. 
The Jappiea had brought up reinforcementg and made 
sort of a doughnut around our hole, We spent three 
days and three nights there before our other oufits 
could break through to us. Kid, it was some fun. 
The Nippiea thought we would be a juicy filling for 
their plum pie, but we made 'em think again. Only 
about eight of the boys o f the whole platoon could 
walk out when our pals got there to give ua a lift 
but for every Marine who took the laat long count, 
there were at leaat twelve Nippert who'll never see 
a riiing sun again. 

I got mine in the shoulder and through the hip 
by a aniper. If it's any satisfaction to you, pai, my 
boyi got that sniper lo fait afterwards that he prac- 
tically fell from lu s tree in pieces. 

Kel, here's the payoff and the point of thii letter. 

Your brother would probably b e pushing dai «i es u p 
from six feet under a piece of New Guinea aoil right 
now if it wasn't for one thing— paper. Yei, air, Kid, 
pappr. Tbe only medicine and bandages we could 
get in our little hadea after wc'd used up our emcr- 
geney Bupplies came by plane. There was plenty ot 
medicine and plane s, but when they dropped the 
bottles — Bmash! My boya and I prayed that" the 
planes would drop some i n one of these new non- 
breakable paper containeri but for two daya none 
came. One of the feilowa told me that in listening 
to B short-wave broadcaat from the States before 
our attack, he had heard that there was a shortage 
of paper for a U purposes including just auch things 
as medicine containera and everyone at home was 
urged to coUect acrap paper. Kel, as we lay there 
we thought that if the people back home coutd have 
had one tiny bit of knowledge of what a paper medi- 
cine Container for blood plasma meant to us, there 
would not have been one gtim wrapper of serap 
paper left uncollecied i n the war enort. I do n't 
mind telling you now that on the morning of the 
third day I waa pretty well convinced that there 
wai shortly going to be one less living Ist Lleu- 
tenant of U. S. Marines. Then our plane came over 
again. Our prayers were answered. Non-breakable 

: paper cartons of blood plasma came dropping down. 
That evening th« Nips — those that were able — cut 
and rui. One corpamen came through with the iirst 

, wsve of our relief and, well a beck of a lot of us 
who didn't expect to are Uving to tell the tale. 

Kel, I know how badly you want to be a Marine 
and I know how much you want to do more to- 
wards helping your Uncle win this war. Kid, when 
you're eighteen Tll want you in the Marines if this 
war isn't over, but until then if you juat get out and 
, collect enough waste paper to make a couple of 
blood plasma cartons you may be the guy directly 
responsible for aaving a dozen Marines' lives. Then 
don't stop there; we need paper for bomb bands, 
wing tips, signal flares and a hundred other war 
uses. Go to it, Kel, sweat it out and give it all you've 
got. You and your pala can do the job better tban 
Dad and the men who don't have time. 

I'U be seeing you, pardner, pretty soon. And oh, 
by the way, they've told me to stick another silver 
bar besidea the onea on each ahoulder. They have 
to kick some of the boys upstairi to make room for 
more l(t Leat«i. 





Kel handed the letter to his Mether. *^e*s O. 
Mooi, and he aslced mc to do a job. I'm atardng 
now. D'yuh s'posc Dad would lend me one of hii 
trucka and drivers a little latcr in the weelc? I 
think I'U have some paper to deliver." 

Two weefcs later the student body of Western 
High was assembled in the school auditorium. The 
principal was addressing the assembly. 

"Students, the job you have dofie in this waste- 
paper drive needs no comqiendatiott from me. A 
glance out the window at that pile says far more 
ihan can any words of mine about the all-out 100 
percent American way in which you have handied 
this big war effort. There 15 one more thing how> 
ever. The ofKcer beside me is Colonel Renkin of 
the United States Marines. He has just flown home 
from action at Rabaul and he would like to have 
Kelvin Richards comc up to the platform. Even 
ttiough we have had previous successful waite-paper 
drives, Kelvin Richards has performed the unbe- 
I ie v able task of persona lly going out in the same 
neighborhoods and collecting over 3>40D pounds of 
waste paper in this drive. The neighbors within 8ix 
blocks of his house ciaim that there has not been 
one piece of paper the size of a gum wrapper left 
in their houses or on their itteets. Kel coUected it 
flll." 

Kelvin mounted the rostrum. This was a sur- 
prise. The Colonel stepped up to him and in a voice 
heard throughout the hall said, "Kel, I soldiered 
with your brother, Captaln Allen Richards, at Ra- 
baul. He earned this there. When he found that 
I was coming home ahead of him, he asked me to 
bring this 10 you. I can'i think of uiy better time 
or any better reason for givtng it to you than for 
the job you have jusi done. Pm tnigbty proud to 
pin this Silver Star on you dow." The roar of 
applause may have cauaed Kel*a buM to ihake R 
little. 

"Kelvin" it was Miu BlodgM^ KflH hjstory 
teacher who spoke to him afterwardl» "vhtt I can't 
understand is how you becamc aucfa • tnie **papec 
hero" after you failed to ahow tbe least interes t 
when I was eicplaining the paper driw two weelcs 
ago." 

"Miss Blodgett, I apolegize beciause I wasn't pay* 
ing attemion in class that day, but right after that 
I got a letter from a Marine. He said it was vital 
to the war effort for me to collect paper and, Miss 
Blodgett, what a Marine saya, goca!"
